The predictions were bas^d on the 
m aneuvering of laigc units from beth 
sides into positions of strategic im­ 
portance. 
Gen. Chang Ifsueh-Liang, youthful 
w ar lord of M anchuria, ordered the 
mobilization of 
the 
entire 
reserve 
forces of the three northw estern pro­ 
vinces—Jeilungkiang, 
K iran 
and 
Fengtein— which 
are 
estimated 
to 
num ber at least 120.000 men. 
Official reports from Peiping indi­ 
cated that 50,000 Mukden troops were 
moving northw ard by way of Taonan- 
fu and that in addition heavily loaded 
troop trains from Kirin province were 
moving toward the border by way of 
Changchun.

troops are believed destined for the 
western border, where fighting has 
been frequent in the vicinity of M an­ 
c h u s some of the strength is expect­ 
ed to be diverted to the eastern arca 
in the vicinity of Pogranichnaya.

"This is my first long distance flight 
alone,” she said. 
“B ut it won’t be my 
last. 
I am convinced that women avo

Miss Elder ventured

opinion 
that women will take an active part 
in the air fighting of future wars. 
"J see no reason,” she said "whv

other war, I am sure

there be one, I would be anxious to 
enroll for service.” 
Miss E arhart, who has been a pilot

little com m unity of Montpelier. 
Zephir Viau eked out a small In­ 
come from his farm but finally was 
forced to go to the lum ber shanties, 
some distance away, for work. 
In 
his absence his wife became friendly 
with the w ar veteran. 
Their illicit re­ 
lationship was gossiped 
about 
and 
Viuu heard of it. 
He rem onstrated. 
The lovers plotted his death and poi­ 
soned the husband, giving him the 
lethal doses in quantities that would 
have killed seven men. 
A parish priest became suspicious ’ 
and Viau's body was exhumed.

febvre and Mrs. Viau confessed, the 
woman saying th a t she had been led | 
to m urder by Lefebvre’s promise to j 
m arry her if her husband died.

AT FLIGHT START 


LOW PRESSURE AREA OVER THE 
KURILK ISLANDS CAUSES 
ROUTE CHANGE 


4 DAYS EXPECTED TO BE CON­ 
SUMED COVERING THIRD 
STAGE OF JOURNEY

Tok lo, Aug. 23.—The Graf Zeppelin 
was far out over the Pacific tonight, 
m aking 
fast 
progress 
towards 
the 
United States on the third lap of its 
record-breaking voyage 
around 
the 
world. 
The Zeppelin, with 
19 passengers 
and a crew of 41, left the K asum i|kura 
naval base at 3:13 P. M. today (1:10 A. 
M. EST.) for Los Angeles, a flight of 
approximately 6,118 miles. 
To avoid unfavorable conditions to 
the north, Commander Hugo Eckener 
swung directly out to sea. At 9 P. M. 
(7 A. M. EST.) he reported his posi­ 
tion as 147 east, 37 north, which la ap­ 
proximately 415 miles due northeast 
of Tokio. 
He had made the distance 
In five hours and 47 minutes, or an 
average of almost 72 miles an hour. 
An hour later, however, the Ochishi 
radio station reported the Zeppelin's 
position to be 35.40 north, 147.40 east, 
indicating that Dr. Eckener had veer­ 
ed sharply to the southeast of his pre­ 
vious position. The maneuver was in­ 
terpreted as a sign that weather con­ 
ditions continued unfavorable to the 
north and Dr. Eckener was drifting 
southward to seek better flying. 
If Dr. Eckener m anages to 
evade 
storms and maintains the high speed 
across the Pacific that held 
on 
the 
flight across Siberia from Friedrich- 
shafen to Tokio, he should reach Los 
Angeles before noon Tuesday. 
The Zeppelin's voyage Is the first 
non-stop across the Pacifier ever at­ 
tempted by any type of aircraft.

Dr. E ckener hopes to reach

counting a stop of probably

the world in 
1 2 % days’ flying time, 
and probably about 22 days’ elapsed 
time, which would be a new record 
for circumnavigation of the globe. 
With his probable route lying on a 
great circle north of the Kurile 
Is­ 
lands and across the tip of the Aleu­ 
tian Islands down to Seattle and Los 
Angeles, Dr. Eckener has some 6,119 
miles to cover oY about 700 miles less 
than his flight from Friedrlchshafen 
to Tokio across Siberia. 
The latter 
flight took IGI hours, 50 minutes, so 
with fair weather he should reach Los 
Angeles before noon on Monday.

T h e Indian wedding as shown a1 the opening evening of I he 
Crow Wing County fair at Pequot was well worthy a visit, hut 
could not be seen by all the fair visitors, as the crowd was so 
dense. 
Details of the ceremony, it is said, followed century ok 
traditions of the Chippewas. 
The bride role was enacted by Miss Hilda Fairbanks, one of 
the prettiest Indian girls ever seen, and the bridegroom p a rt was 
taken by James Whipple. 
Miss F airbanks has jet black hair, 
dazzling white teeth, rosy cheeks and a most bewitching smile. 
She is a cultured girl who graduated with honors from Haskell 
Institute of Lawrence, Kansas, and also attended the Flandreau, 
South Dakota, Indian school. 
The ceremony started with a sort of sacrificial offering, the 
slaying of a deer which in I his case was represented by a little 
calf. 
This, as many supposed, was to show the bride-to-be that 
her proposed bridegroom was a hunter skilled to fill the family 
larder. 
As the Indian village was seated about the camp fire discuss­ 
ing community affairs, the hun ter wormed his way through the 
brush and stole the girl of his choice. 
An alarm was sounded and 
the whole village started in pursuit. 
The couple were brought in 
and the families of the respective elopers were conciliated, tho 
wedding rites were celebrated and different dances were then 
held commemorating the happy event, followed by feasting. 
.The setting of the ceremony and dances was in a grove with 
birchbark wigwams and the campfire whose smoke curled lazily. 
A bright moon enriched the scene with its mellow glow.

Pure Seed Sit not ion is Critical 


A grave seed g rain situation exists in the Northwest, accord­ 
ing to H. it. Sumner, Executive Secretary of the Northwest Crop 
Improvement Association who has ju st completed a survey of the 
seed fields in N orth Dakota, Montana, South Dakota and Minne­ 
sota. 
The problem confronting all those interested in crops of 
better quality lies in the fact that so many g row ers of pure seed 
are inclined to sell their crop on the open market rather than hold 
it over until the normal demand for good seed next spring. 
Discriminating farmers, elevator m anagers and business men 
should locate their seed supply immediately, suggests Mr. S u m ­ 
ner. 
The supply of pure seed is greater than it was last y ear al­ 
though it is still inadequate to meet the needs of the Northwest. 
J hose who wish to obtain carload lots of pu re seed should con­ 
tract for their needs now for if they wait until next spring they 
will find much of the purest seed to have been marketed.
